by declaring that he was 
wrong, completely wrong in his old 
teachings. 

He now denies that spirit man 
carries with him any of his old 
passions.and desires, and positively 


asserts that the souls of the wicked 
are not playing any partin our pres- 
ent earth life. 
teaches that evil thoughts and pas- 
sions die with the bcdy. And still 
more Startling, bis old guides, Im- 
perator and the rest, make the same 
direct contradiction of their old 
teachings. | 

Weare thus face to face with a 
question of fact, and it is useless 
and obsurd to set one spirit state- 
ment, against another spirit state- 
ment and sit as a jury to determine 
which tells the truth. 
same, itis direct proof that even 
the very best and clearest com- 
munications must pass through ‘fog 
land’, and that both medium and 
spirit are alike bewildered and be- 
fogged by the conditions. We fur- 
ther remember this vpplies just as 
much to the spirits writing or 
speaking through Mrs. Piper as it 
did to mortal Moses, and as it does 
to every other medium. 

We have now eciscovedred and 
proved, that our question ‘After 
death—What?’ cannot be answered 
to our satisfaction by any spirit 
communication, so far, at least, as 
to prove the moral status of the 
new born spirit. We are ieft in the 
fog, and can only pick and choose 
that which may seem tous most 
reasonable. But it then becomes a 
matter of belfef, and not of knowl- 
edge; and it is not at all the pur- 


pose of this article to decide which 


assertion is true, and which is false. 

So dense is the fog in which M. 
A. Oxon, finds himself, even after 
his idenlification, that he cannot re- 
call his own earth knowledge of 
Greek, in which he was an adept; 
nor even the true name of Imper- 
ator, which he had recorded in 
writing before his death. | 

So far we are obliged to acknowl- 
edge that we have not made much 
progress, determining the condition 
of manhood after death.

The following story comes from 
Russia, where, of course, yellow 
journalism is unknown. It is, more- 
over, printed in the Novoe Vremya, 
which is as conservative a sheet as 
one would want to read. 

It concerns a girlof 12, named 
Lisuba, living in Vladicaucasus, 
who is said to possess radio-active 
qualities. She has been trying to 
earn her living as a servant, but 
has been dismissed from every sit- 
uation she secured on account of 
this unhappy endowment.

Plates on a dresser 
rattle, linen hung out to dry falls 
On the ground, bottles rise from 
the iable and are upset. The gen- 
eral condition of the girl is normal:

huge joke. 

Her parents, however, are in des- 
pair about her, as most of their 
neighbors declare that Lisuba is 
possessed by evil spirits. The 
local doctors have studied their 
case without being able to solve 
the enigma, so the unfortunate 
child will shortly be sent to St.
